CJD United Steclworkers 
today 


ordered a strike at Sunday mid- 
night against the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America after negotiations 
broke down on the union's demand 
for a 15-ccnt hourly wage increase. 


About 20,000 employes

The strike wil be the first major 


walkout called by the big

since 1946 when 850,000 were idled 
by the national-wide stce! strike.

Regulations Governing Milk, Milk 
Products and Containers in Which 


the Milk and Milk Products 


Are Delivered. 


The sale of milk by dipping it from containers 


is prohibited. 


All Pasteurized milk and milk products shall 


be placed in their final -delivery containers in the 
plant in which they are Pasteurized. 


Raw milk and milk products sold for consump 


tion shall be placed in fheir final-delivery containers 
at the farm at which they are produced. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities less 


than one gallon shall be delivered in standard milk 
bptHes 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities of 


one gallon or more shall be delivered in standard 
milk cans. 


Hotels, Schools, Public eating and drinking 


places and similar establishments shall not sell or 
serve any mill^ except in the original containers in 
which it was receiyed. (This requirement shall not 
apply to mixed drinks or coffee cream.) 


It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale any milk 


or milk products in bottles or other original con- 
tainers for final consumption unless the bottle or 
container has a cap; or cover, with the name of the 
dairy products, plant distributor printed thereon. 


The use of MISPRINT milk bottle caps, or cov- 


ers, is unlawful. 


ALL PERSONS TO WHOM MILK OR MILK 


PRODUCTS ARE DELIVERED SHALL THOROUGH- 
LY CLEAN THE CONTAINERS IN WHICH THE 
MILK OR MILK PRODUCTS ARE DELIVERED BE- 
FORE RETURNING TO THE PRODUCER OR DIS- 
TRIBUTOR.
